A considérable number of people were buried in the old 
cemetery prior to 1900. I personaliy recall, as a boy, 
attending a funeral with my father. The person whose 
funeral was held was buried in the eld cemetery. 


It is my understanding that a memorial monument of some 
sort stands somewhere in Midway in memory of the people 
buried in the eld cemetéry.* This, information is con- 
tained in the life sketch of Dr. John Gerber at page 655 
in "How Beautiful Upon The Mountains," D.U.P, history of 
Wasdtch County. I don't understand why the plaque was 
not placed in the old cemetery.

Dear Mr. Gerber: 


In reply to your inquiry concerning the location of my grandfather 
John Gerd Mohlman's grave, I submit the following description as near as 
I can remember. 


My father, Ephraim M. Mohlman, visited his fathers grave rather re. 
gularly and in his younger days while still living in Midway, Utah to 
about the age of 35,he visited the grave frequently. He stated that the 
grave during those years was marked with a wooden marker. 


Ten years before my father died in 1953, he asked me to go to the 
grave so he could show me where it was located. It was located approx- 
imately 100-yards east of the Gerber marked graves which are to the 
west of my grandfather's grave. The north point of a strip of oak 
brush is very near the grave site. 


On Memorial Day, May 29, 1972, 1 visited the site with my brother 
Farrell and my niece Glenna Huff. We outlined the grave with loose 
stones. : 


There is also strong indications of other grave sites immediately 
to the east and north of this grave.
